There are two approaches to buying a laptop: Luggable (desktop 
replcement) and field portable. 


The luggables are the larger, more powerful models that are intended to 
function as your desktop PC, yet are easy to move on occasion. 


The portable laptops are smaller, lighter and have longer battery 
lives. If you want to use a laptop in the field, you should look at 
models with long battery lives. You can find models with 4-hour-lives 
for under $1,000. 


The trend is away from serial ports. Unfortunately, ham radio devices 
require serial ports. You will most likely need USB-serial converters 
and an outboard, powered USB hub. These work well for my newer 

software, but older software (e.g. DOS) might have compatibility problems. 


Check the screen in sunlight. Some can not be read; others are OK. 


I would love to have a laptop with efficient CPU and a reflective 
monochrome screen that would run for 12 hours on a charge. The 
technology has been available for years, but the market wants bright, 
backlit color displays. These displays really suck the juice. (Same 
story for PDA's.) For sound card radio apps, I am, therefore, making do 
with an old Win/ME laptop with a two-hour life until I see something 
new and small that will run for 6-8 hours. (My PDA is an "old" 
monochrome reflective Palm VX which goes weeks between charges.) 


For remote field work, I use an eBay MobilePro MP780 handheld PC that 
runs for around 8 hours on a charge. No sound card modes, but is OK 
with a TNC. Also very nice for field work are the [discontinued] Psion 
3MX and 5MX handhelds. 


Also, battery life is not the only consideration for remote field work. 
Even a 10-hour life is not enough if your PC battery has a 10 amp-hour 
capacity and you hope to keep everyting running day after day with a 1 
amp solar panel. 


Given the current absence of a satisfactory field laptop and the 
progress being made in the right direction, I echo the sentiment 
expressed here that you should buy a refurbed, waranteed older model, 
possibly for under $400.

I just put together the miniscule KXB30, the 30M 
add-on module for the KX1, and put it in the rig, 
re-aligned everything, then tried it out, using the 
internal autotuner, a longwire, two RF ground wires on 
the floor, and a 13.5V supply. Worked HP1OORCP, 
special event station in Panama, so at least it's 
getting out some. It shows about 4.2 watts out. 


It also did noticeably improve the sensitivity on 
some of those SWL bands. Following the manual, I 
checked this out, not being quite certain how I would 
discern a difference in ‘sensitivity.' When I heard 
it, I knew! Very noticeable difference in depth of 
sound, details heard, clarity. 


I'm just getting started using this rig on the air, 
but the control features that are noticeably way cool 
from the git-go are: the three tuning increments: 
hyperspace, gallop, or a slow stroll. The other one is 
those three pots: RF, Filter width, and AF gain. 
There's just excellent twiddling to be had there.

>I have a scope with x-y inputs. Can I put both 10MHz signals into it and 
dial for a circle? Or should I hetrodyne them both down (with the same 
oscillator) to a much lower frequency to make it easier? 


Thanks to all for the great answers. Every input was digested and thunk 
about. All the feedback encouraged me to experiment, and that's what I did. 
I have had so much fun this weekend it shouldn't be legal. While some were 
frantically keying SS into the ether, I was building. The HP GPS frequency 
standard came. The 48 volt power supply came. The rs422 chips came. It all 
went together without a hitch, I plugged it in, and it's up and running. 


After about an hour, it has captured the satellites, done it's thing, and is 
guaranteed to 1x10-9. 


Now back to the zero beat . . . I hooked the GPS 10MHz output to the scope's 
ch. 1, and Diz's frequency standard into ch. 2. Well, it sure wasn't a 
circle, like many of you said, but it could be (pretty) easily dialed to 


stand almost still, about 5-8 seconds per revolution. After a few hours it 
was within 1 Hz of the original freq. Pretty impressive. The pot is a little 
touchy, but not so much you cant dial it right on. 


The next step is predictable. I started looking around for anything and 
everything to calibrate. Trevor's DDS VFO got it next, the calibration 
program for it is great, let me put it within about about 1/2 cycle. In 2 
hours it has drifted about 1 cycle. Then my frequency counter got the 
treatment. Then the K2. I'm looking around right now for something else. 


Maybe I'm weird, but it's a nice feeling knowing that everything is within a 
cycle or so. A couple of respondents to my earlier post said "Why bother?" I 
still don't have an answer to that. Probably something about how I was 
raised, retentive maybe? But I'm enjoying sitting back and seeing all the 
zeros everywhere. 


Thanks again for the wide variety of helpful answers!

The inductance depends only on the no. of turns, the gauge doesn't matter. 
It will affect the resonant frequency slightly when the inductor is used 
with a capacitor in a tuned circuit, due to differences in self-capacity.

I built a super het regen a few years back. Used a NE602 as a tuneable 
converter down to 455 KHz. With the regen detector working at a single, low 
frequency and of course, the great isolation, very stable. Once the regen 
control is set, don't need to touch it again. Only trick is taking apart 
one of those little 455 Khz transformers to add a feedback winding. But, 
there maybe ways around having to do that.

I sent a small note to Biagio yesterday thanking him for his handy AMIDON 
core/turns-for-desired Inductance calculator named AMITOR 


<http://web.cheapnet.it/biagio68/toroidi/toroidi.htm> ; and mentioning a 
small point about his precision resistance maker notes (elsewhere in his 
website. ) 


He takes a DMM and a 1/2W carbon resistor having a starting value that is a 
close-but-lower approximation of the desired resistance, and V-notches one 
side until the desired value is reached. Works very well. But you MUST seal 
it against the moisture in the air. It will absorb it and ruin your close 
tolerance. He forgot to mention that in his notes. 


Anyway, early this AM I got a nice reply, and a mention that he had just 
then updated AMITOR to AMITOR11-correcting some problem with the size T-130 
cores. You all might want to get the new copy. Please note-if you haven't 
used it yet, that when you enter the core size, picking it with the mouse 
is not enough. You have to hit the "OK" button beside the core-size table 
before entering your desired Inductance. Took me a while to get that-even 
if it was right in front of my face. 


It's a handy little program. And will really help double-check the values 
for the ~ 65 toroids I have to wind for this Multiband Bandpass Filter 
project of mine.

Just to follow up on Kixie's adventures on the
